The text of the new German ecclesiastical 
law has just been published by the Brooklyn 
Catholic Review. Its principal provisions are as 
follows : No Catholic priest can publish any dis- 
ciplinary law or act, excepting as it affects purely 
religious matters or concerns the clergy; no 
priests can inflict or publish any disciplinary 
penalties against any person for fulfilling the 
laws of the State, whether they conflict or not 
with the laws of the Church; no priest can pub- 
lish any disciplinary penalties to be inflicted 
upon persons for voting or not voting at public 
elections; no priest can name any person by 
mame in the publication of disciplina- 
ry penalties. The penalty affixed for 
the violation of these provisions is a fine of not 
less than 1,000 thalers, and imprisonment for not 
less than two years, and moreover, the offender 
can be suspended from practicing the profession 
of clergyman. These provisions, which are ap- 
plicable to all other denominations as well as 
Catholics, inaicate the determination of the 
Prussian Government to effect 4 complete sep- 
aration of Church and State. As far as they 
make the State laws superior to those of the 
Church, the Church authorities will probably 
yield without question, from force, if for no 
other reason. When, however, the State under- 
takes to suspend a clergyman from his func- 
tions, it infringes upon one of the most sacred 
prerogatives of the Church in all ages, and this 
penalty will not be executed without bitter op- 
position. 


A remarkable illustration of the law of libel in 
Pennsylvania is furnished by the recent arrest 
of James B. Hodgskin, Treasurer of the Atlantic 
& Great Western Railroad. In November, 1872, 
Mr. Henry F. Sweetzer was General Manager of 
that road, and his office was at Meadville, Penn- 
sylvania. The Company, surmising that certain 
frauds were committed in that office, dispatched 
Mr. Hodgskin to Meadville, from New York. He | 
seized the books and papers, charged Sweetzer 
with fraud, and compromised with thé latter on 
his paying over $75,000 to the Company. 
He immediately made a report of the facts 
in writing to the President of the road. 
In July, Hodgskin, passing through Meadville, 
was arrested ona charge of libel brought by 
Sweetzer, and released only after finding bail in 
$100,000. He is alsoto be prosecuted criminally, 
and the peculiarity of the Pennsylvania law is, 
that, though Hodgskin may prove the truth of 
every statement in his report, he may neverthe- 
less be convicted of libel and sent to the Peni- 
tentiary. The law of the State permits of no 
justification for libel, and anything is libelous, 
no matter how true, which is calculated to affect 
a man’s personal character. Any newspaper or 
other publisher giving publicity to anything 
disparaging to any man in Pennsylvania may, if 
caught within that State, be sent to the Peniten- 
tiary, no matter how true his publication may 
have been. +

The Royal Commission for the investigation of 
the charges against the Canadian Pacific Credit 
Mobilier has evidently been packed in the inter- 
este of the Government.

On the 2d inst., Sir O. Duke asked Mr. Glad- 
stone in Parliament what steps were being taken 
to ascertain the truth or the falsehood of the 
Oanadian Pacific scandal, and also whether the 
country would refrain from guaranteeing any 
portion of the Pacific Railroad loan until 
the charges were disproved. With ref- 
erence to the first question, Mr. Glad 
stone replied that the charges were de- 
cidedly within the power of the Legislature of 
the Dominion, and that the Canadian Ministers 
were responsible to their own and not to the 
English Parliament for their acts. He, there- 
fore, thought it was not a matter in which it 
was either competent or desirable for the Eng- 
lish Parliament to interfere. With reference to 
the question of the loan, Mr. Giadstone further 
explained that it would not be influenced at all 
by this scandal, inasmuch as this loan was not a 
grant to the Pacific Railroad Company or any 
other corporation, but to the Dominion of 
Canada (although the loan was made with direct 
reference to its application to the Canadian 
Pacific Road). These decisions therefore limit 
the contest to Canada, and the Canadians must 
fight it out among themselves, without either 
help or opposition from the mother country. 
With a fair field and no favors, the Opposition 
must eventually carry the day.

It is an eloquent 
monument to the recuperative energies of Chi- 
cago. It will show to the country that Chicago 
not only possessed within itself the means for 
supplying all that had been lost in the great fire 
less than two years ago, but was able, in addition 
thereto, to provide facilities never before offered 
for the display of the trade and commerce of 
which it is the natural centre.

SHOOTING POLICEMEN. 

Within the past day or two, four 

have been shot at, while engaged in the dis- 
charge of their duties, by desperadoes, who were 
either engaged in burglarious operations or were 
found ‘under suspicious circumstances, which 
warranted the police in stopping them and call- 
ing them to account. Officer O Neill was shot 
in the shoulder by a burgiar, who had escaped 
from one of the preventive police, and who had 
been caught coming out of e store in which 
he had collected together s large quantity of 
plunder for removal. Fortunately, the wound 
was only a flesh one. Officer Jacobs surprised 
three bargiars at work in a saloon and billiard 
hall in the North Division. Without waiting for 
help, although near his police station, he sprang 
in among them and attempted to arrest them. 
One of the gang, who was hard pressed, turned 
and shot the officer in the neck, inflicting a fatal 
wound, and the whole gang escaped, The third 
case was that of Officer Cudmore, who, while 
trying to arrest one of three roughs, was 
shot, by another of the crowd, through the 
thigh, inflicting 6 severe wound, The fourth 
case is that of Officer Clancy, a new man on the 
force, who, night before last, espied three sus- 
picious characters going intoan alley on Mich- 
igan avenue, near Twenty-second street. He 
called out to them to halt, when one of them in- 
atantly turned round and fired at the officer, the 
ball fortunately going through his hat instead of 
through his head, as had been designed. The 
gang then made good their escape. 

This matter of shooting policemen is 
beginning to wear % serious aspect, 
and if some method of checking it 


ficiency of the force, and more or less demoralize 
— In many of the police districts, where 
a few men have to patrol a large area, and are 
the odds against them are fearful. The police- 
men have to travel alone. The desperadoes 
travel in squads and are always weil armed. 
Professional burglars and thieves know 
the beats of policemen, and have thus 
every advantage in their favor. It 
is impossible for one policeman to 
handle one of these gangs, especially if they 
are armed. They know their power well enough, 
and the chances of escape, and they are exercis- 
ing this power with the utmost boldness, shooting 
policemen not only as the last means of escape 
from arrest, but even when they are stopped or 
questioned, and when they could effect their 
escape without resort to the pistol. There are 
two ways in which this alarming condition of 
things may be remedied. One is by a re- 
tort in kind. Policemen do not use their 
pistols enough. The shooting of these four 
officers, without any attempt on their part to 
reply in the same manner, and the escape of the 
desperadoes, will encourage all others of the 
game class to do likewise, and we may expect to 
hear of a continuance of the practice until two 
or three of the scoundrels get their deserts with 
cold lead. There is nothing so demoralizing to 
these brutal cowards as the death of two or three 
of their number, and the knowledge that a po- 
liceman can shoot as well as they. At the 
same time, this involves a delicate question, as it 
would be very unwise to give policemen a whole- 
sale discretion in shooting, from the fact that 
many of them have but very little discretion of 
their own. Another way to regulate the matter 
would be to have the patrolmen travel in pairs 
instead of alone. These desperadoes are cow- 
ards at best, and would seldom have the temeri- 


would also be the consolation that, if one of 
the policeman was disabled bya shot, the scoun- 
drel himself would get shot by the former’s 
companion. To this method also there is the 
objection of the scarcity of policemen, and the 
fact that a still larger area would be left un- 
guarded than is now the case. One or the other 
of these methods, however, must engage the 
attention of the authorities, and it is possible 
that they may be able to make them practicable, 
One thing is certain—if these scoundrels find 
out that they can shoot at policemen with impu- 
nity and thus effect their escape, the whole force 
will soon be demoralized, and the entire commu- 
nity will be left exposed to the depredations of 
these gangs of scoundrels.

i THE DEBTOR CLASS. 

Treasurer-General F. E. Spinner, the com- 
plete letter-writer, has just published another 
essay on the national finances. Having written 
to every person in the United States on the sub- 
ject, he, some months ago, wrote an elaborate 
letter to a gentleman in Australia. The present 
letter is addressed to an editor at Frankfort, in 
Germany. Gen. Spinner, after enumerating the 
causes which have delayed the resumption of 
specie payments, adds the following statement : 

Then come the real opponents of the measure per se. 
Chief among these is the debtor class, which, in this 
country, is largely in the majority. The persons con- 
stituting this majority desire to pay their debts with 
cheap money. 

This suggests the inquiry whether the debtor 
class can, in any sense, be in the majority with- 
out involving a condition of general bankruptcy. 
When the debts of the whole people exceed their 
credits or assets, the country muss of 
necessity be bankrupt. Have we in 
this country any class of the com 
munity besides bankrupts who are exclusively 
debtors? A man who owes one hundred dollars, 
and has that much money due to him, or on de- 
posit, or in his hands, cannot be said to belong 
to the debtor class, or, if he ean thus be classed, 
he must also belong to the creditor class. 
Speaking in a financial sense, there must be a 
creditor for every debtor, or, more strictly speak- 


| ing, every dollar of debt is oftect by « dollar of 


credit. Every debt is owed to somebody. There 
are but comparatively few persons who owe 
debts who have not à corresponding amount 
due to them. Every wholesale merchant who 


is not adopted, it must seriously affect the ef- | 


in each case the creditors and debtors are equally 
"balanced. 80 long as a creditor is essential to 
the existence of a debtor, and as in almost every 
instance the man who is debtor is at the same 
time a creditor to some other person, it is dif- 
cult to understand how the debtors can so large- 
ly exceed the creditors.

out where it will produce; they either 
lend it to others, invest it in stocks, or put 
it in business where, in the shape of manufac- 
tures or other articles, it is disposed of ata 
profit for cash or in credit to others. In either 
case, to the extent of their solvency, they must 
either have the money itself or a corresponding 
credit. When they do not have either, then they 
are bankrupt. 

In point of fact, if Gen. Spinner’s statement 
were true, that the majority of the people owed 
more than was coming to them, the majority of 
the people would be bankrupt, and the country 
would be actually insolvent. This is probably 
not the kind of news which Gen. Spinner intend- 
ed to send to Frankfert-on-the-Main for publica- 
tion.

hand, it is a common practige in this country, not 
discouraged by business men as a rule, to en- 
gage in litigation for the express purpose of do- 
laying settlements. There is an advantage in 
paying 6 or 7 per cent legal interest for money 
wrapped up in a law-suit when the commercial 
rate ranges from 10 per cent upwards. This 
custom is one of the causes why the dockets 
are filled and our courts clogged with suits that 
have no merit, but furnish occasion for addition- 
al courts. This is one of the evils of litigation
